pliers. With L2-L7, I further did a final touch with the soldering 
iron with tension applied to the wires before the wires are trimmed. 
This way, the soldered wire holds the toroid firmly onto the PC 

board. 


BTW, SLV silicone has acetic acid in it. Since acid solder is NOT 
a good idea, is SLV suitable? I called LDG and they use hot glue 


guns which get soft at 140 degrees. Is there a better substance?

Well, a parabolic reflector assumes some kind of a point source(in 
relative terms). A 12 foot TVRO (~4 GHZ)dish uses a 1/2 inch long dipole 
radiator, and at 1296 the dipole is maybe four inches long. At that 
frequency (1296) a 5 foot dish, ~8 wavelengths across isn't of much 
benefit, relative to a short yagi or looper, and even then the wind load 
is terrible; relatively speaking.

I have a DSP 59+, It is an excellent DSP unit and I use it routinely.

I also have a RS DSP 40 unit. I use it for another purpose. It isa 
very good amplifier and speaker, and it has a fair amount of 

filtration. I frequently use it with my Sierra mobile. It offers 
enough volume to allow me to hear well while mobile, is compact, and has 
the speaker built in.

I have been asked everything that I think can possibly be asked. 


1. More foxes? Don't think that many want to spend more than 
4 hours a week on this. :-) Get on the air and just work 
people. 


2. Other bands? No. 40M was my favorite choice for nighttime 
weekday communication. Besides, there are probably more 
40M QRP rigs than all the other bands combined if you consider 
HB single band rigs. Don't you think so? 
Some time ago another group tried 75M SSB and it didn't come 
back for a repeat. If it was easy everyone would be doing it. 


3. And then you have seen a lot of postings on schemes to make it 
easier like RIT, Split Freq, code speeds, lists, .... Sounds 
like trying to work through a pileup with the DXCC QRO guys. :-) 


4. Year round hunt? No, same time limitations and besides there 
are other bands like the WARC bands (where no contests are allowed) 
that are great QRP bands. 


5. Weekends? No. There are too many other big really big and I 
mean really BIG BIG contests and activities going on. We'd be 
noise to them or we should be actively participating in any 
QRP classification if it exists. Otherwise move over to the 
WARC bands and just get on the air. 


I never thought that this activity when I start it would make 
QST and have so many participants. 


I brought up the discussion with the MN group. I am interested in 

a 10M for Lunch Bunch, i.e. everyone take a GM-10 or Uniden rig 

or whatever 5W CW/SSB rig to work with mag-mount whip and work 
during lunch hour two way QRP as 10M starts up in the next few years. 


OK, let me work on the FOX scores today and post later or on Sunday. 
I will also post an updated fox schedule for both groups.

I just finished an NW8020 kit for 40 meters (from Dan's Small Parts) and 
was having problems with drift - about 1 KHz per minute initially, and 
settling down to 50-100 Hz/min after 10 minutes. I noticed that there 
is an odd network of three ceramic capacitors (C41, C37, C42) in the VFO 
which have an effective capacitance of 330 pF. I replaced all three 
with a single silver-mica capacitor, and the stability is now 
excellent: -35 Hz in the first minute, and less than +/-10 Hz/min 
afterwards. This was measured with an open case, and the furnace 
turning on and off. 


Does anyone have any idea of why the original circuit used a capacitor 
network? Also, does anyone have a reference to a description of the 
circuit? Thanks in advance.

Controling the pile-up means that as the fox you try to insure that 
everyone has a chance to be heard. 


When the pile-up degrades into pure fighting, not very many are 
able to get a pelt. If the fox keeps everything running smothly, 
then many are able to get a pelt. 


This is not control for the sake of the fox or just for the sake 
of control, but rather for the hunters. 


One example of control would be to use break-in and when sending 

a partial call continue sending that partial call until you can't 
hear anyone still calling you! Just doing that helps reduce the qrm 
on your freq when trying to get the rest of the call. And it also 
gives the whole pile-up a better chance of hearing what you are 
asking for. 


Anything that is done to reduce confusion/QRM comes under the 
name of control. (At least as I see it!)

First thing is to get good caps on the output filter. I used silver micas, 
but poly's should be good too. I also found a significant improvement by 
removing one turn from L5. 

T-2 is supposed to perform better with a larger ratio on the low bands and 
56 pf cap across the secondaries ( I think ) for the high bands. Haven't 
done that yet, but i will. 


I put in a heftier zener on the final to prevent possible clipping . 


I changed the driver from a 2n2222 to a 2n5109 and added a 10 ohm emitter 
resistor in parallel with the 20 that is already there. 


I think thats all I did , going from memory here. 
That got me to 5 out on 40 and 3.6 on 20. 


The last thing I did was replace the final With a pull from 
an old CB radio. I used a 2sc1306 because thats what I had . 


I now have 5 out on 20 as well, havent played with the higher bands yet. 


I have viewed the the output on a spectrum analyzer and it is cleaner 
than the stock setup by about 6db.

Hello, 


I put together a WM-2 kit last weekend. Very nice - worked first time. 
Of course, the next thing I had to do was check my output across the 
(40m) band. I noticed that both the forward and reflected power 
measurements increased with frequency. The actual power out must be 
increasing with frequency. I figured that the antenna must be resonant 
at a point higher in frequency than 7.150 MHz, and that I should add 
some wire to each end. I borrowed an antenna analyzer from another ham, 
and it shows that the SWR increases with frequency (over the same 
range), which would lead me to believe that the antenna should be 
trimmed down. I wouldn't worry too much about it, except that the SWR 
is at least 2.3:1 and the rig (NorCal 40A) only puts out a few of 

Watts. The antenna is a 1/2 wave dipole fed with RG-213. The center is 
at about 15 feet (highest point on the house) and the ends are at 8 
feet. Here's the data, for anyone interested enough to read this far: 


Freq (KHz) Fwd (W) Ref (W) Act (W) SWR R (Ohms) 
7000 0.50 0.25 0.25 2.2:1 200 
7025 0.75 0.25 0.50 2.3:1 200

I'm aware that the dipole really ought to be about 50 feet higher in the 
air, but it just isn't posiible at this QTH. I also expected the output 
of this rig to be lower at the band edges than in the middle, but it's 
obviously doing OK at the high end (for power out, not SWR). Any 
helpful hints? Maybe I should just stop fooling around with it and GOTA 
(Get On The Air) as is. I really am interested in solving the problem, 
though.

The 38S enclosures are on the fifth setup, machining holes and engraving in 
rear panel, this is the last before anodizing. They will go out to platers 
tuesday, back thursday, I will begin shipping friday dec. 19. Sorry for 
extended delay, we have been experiencing some machine peoblems, but all are 
running well now. also helping to slow the process is the relative delicacy 
of these parts - every part is carefully cleaned and inspected, and the 
milling machine vise cleaned and inspected before every part is run. Also, 
the engraving is rather delicate also - one thousandth inch (.001") 
difference in part height will chage the size and appearance of the 
engraving. The parts were all held within .005" (+ or - .0025") in length 
in previous operations, so they were sorted by each thousandth in 
length...the same is required of the last operation drilling/engraving front 
panel. These operations are touchy enough that I run every one 
myself...consider, if you drop a part, it's junk, if you drop anything on 
it, it is junk, if you mash a chip into it with the milling vise, it is 
junk, one gets to feeling with these parts, a hard look and it's junk! So I 
take my time and try not to lose any(only screwed up a few so far)...but we 
are almost there! this next week for sure! 

Also, heatsink material in house, I will squeeze them in asap, this week if 


possible!

Hello to all: 


I've had some inquiries about how I set up my Pixie II / MRX-40 combo so I 
thought I'd post a description to the list. 


First of all, I'm not an experienced builder. All of my building consists 
of 3 audio amps, the MRX-40 (the Columbus Ohio QRP Club kit), the Pixie II 
(the HSC kit) and the Tick Keyer. Despite my inexperience, my setup seems 
to work. Here is how I did it. 


I initially planned to switch both the power and the antenna from the Pixie 
to the MRX-40. I decided against that because the MRX-40 takes a couple 
seconds to power-up -- I was concerned I'd miss the first couple characters 
that someone would send responding to my call. I ended up leaving the 
power on for the MRX-40 all the time, switching the power off to the Pixie 
on receive, and switching the antenna between the two. 


I put my Pixie and 9v battery in a 4.75x4x2 Ten Tec aluminum enclosure. I 
mounted an on/off switch, BNC antenna jack, the Pixie key and phone jacks, 
and a DPDT send/receive switch on the box. I also drilled an extra 1/4" 
hole in the front of the box. My MRX-40 is in a Celestial Seasonings tea 
tin and a 3-wire "umbilical" cord connects it to the Pixie box. The 3 
wires are antenna, power and ground. The Tick Keyer is also in a Celestial 
Seasonings tea tin and is powered by a 3 volt battery in an "N-type" 
holder. 


My DPDT send/receive switch has 6 terminals on it (as you all know). One 
side (3 terminals) is used to switch the antenna from the Pixie to the 
MRX-40 (the MRX-40 is wired to the bottom terminal -- I like to flip the 
toggle up on receive). The other side is used to switch the power 
(actually the ground side of the battery is what I switched). At first I 


wired the negative lead from the battery to the middle switch terminal and 
the bottom one to the MRX-40 and the top one to the Pixie. But as I 
mentioned the MRX-40 took a second or two to power up, so I wired a little 
jumper from the center switch terminal to the bottom one so the MRX-40 is 
always powered. 


I use Radio Shack earphones that have a volume control in their lead. To 
use my Pixie II / MRX-40 combo I flip the T/R toggle up to listen. To 
transmit I first turn the earphone volume down -- the Pixie signal is VERY 
loud in the earphones, then I flip the toggle down. As I key the Pixie I 
can hear the signal in the earphones (I adjust the volume for a comfortable 
level) and I tune the MRX-40 for a nice sounding signal. I figure that 
tunes the MRX-40 pretty close to the Pixie's frequency. 


There are a few things I plan to do to my little rig. First I plan to get 
another MRX-40 kit and mount it inside my Ten Tec enclosure. The MRX-40 is 
a neat little kit -- its nice to build something and then be able to turn 
it on and immediately know that it works. 


Second, I'd like to increase the selectivity of the MRX-40. At my location 
it picks up a lot of strong sw broadcast and amrad stations making it 
difficult to distinguish the station responding to my call. [I must be in 
a good spot for reception, when I built one of my audio amps I touched the 
circuit and heard an sw broadcast station -- I guess the fillings in my 
teeth are resonant. :-) ] I figure there must be some combination of 
torroid coils, caps and trimmer caps that I can put between the antenna and 
the receiver that will help focus the rig on 7.040. Any suggestions?? 


Third, I need to use some power source other that 9 volt batteries. Once 
the batteries run down to about 8 volts, they won't properly operate the 
rig. I'll rig up a 9 volt regulator and a couple electrolitics and run the 
rig off 12 volts. 


Well, I hope that makes sense. The Pixie II / MRX-40 / Tick Keyer combo 
works for me -- so far I've got 9 states and Quebec. If you have any 
questions about my setup please send me a message direct.
